Gladstone Murray, founder and 
first editor-in-chief, addressed the 
gathering Saturday night. 

The ex-Dailyites descended on 
Montreal from far and near early 
Friday and attended a buffet 
luncheon at the Sheraton Mt. 
Hoyal hotel. That evening, they 
descended on the Union with the 
intention of putting out a paper 
under the leadership of desk 
editors Gerald Çlark and John 
Maffre. 

By 9:30 am. everything was 
ready and the Gazette presses 
started to roll. Saturday evening', 
the returned prodigals converged 
on Redpath Hall for cocktails 
sponsored by the Star and the 
Gazette, ana a banquet under 
the auspice.s of the University. 
JANITORS 

Chairman of the event was 
Charles H. Peters, President of 
the Gazette, who reminisced on 
the extraordinary;groub of jani- 
tors in his dav who had as' much 
influence on his life at McGill as 
the professors. 

Morris Fish, current Editor-in- 
Chief, in introducing the founder 
of the Dally, hrouijhl out the con- 
tinuity of the Dally in that the 
fiftieth editor of the Daily was 
introducing the first. He also said 
"this is an inspirins moment to 
look uhoLit llic luill niul know 



that there are 150 people who 
did as little or less work as the 
present staff". 

Murray recalled McGill of 1911. 
He came here from UBC on a 
scholarship, and in financial trou- 
ble shortly after his arrival, met 
Stephen Leacock who handed him 
two dollars and became his best 
friend. 

LEACOCK 

He said that Leiicock was not 
only an excellent professor of 
Economics, but the greatest En- 
glish humourist of his time, and 
supported his claim with an 
extract from "Boarding- House 
Geometry". He termed Leacock's 
Influence vital in the. founding 
of the Dally. 

He said that the Daily conti- 
nues to he an indispensible or- 
gan of campus expression. Its 
staffers go on to enrich contemp- 
orary Canadian life. 

"1 say to McGill students of 
today who are the graduates of 
tomorrow, may all go well with 
you in your .contribution to the 
well-being of Canada". 

VALUABLE EXPERIENCE 
A. J. M. Smith, then called the 
Daily tbc most valuable exper- 
ience in a student's university 
career. "Work on the Dailu was 
good not onlyi for - us but for 
what we became afterwards." 

Sniilli, Die oricitiator of the 



famous "Why is the AfcCi/( Dnily" 
poem, submitted a new version 
to suit the oceasionslMjgp: 
Why is the^AfcCiirBoîltf 
Known as the question peren- 
nial; 

It isn't only the Daily tonight 

It i] the .sciiii-centennial, 

Charles Goren, who didn't say 
a single word about bridge, told 
of how he came to he a reporter. 
"One cold winter night, in 1919, 
I drifted into the office and was 
asked to help." 

Finding some material written 
on a piece of paper, he retyped 
it and put his own name to it. 
The desk editor was very pleased 
and asked him to join the staff. 
LOYALTY OF STAFF 

Dean Thomp-son, who express- 
ed his regrets that he was him- 
self and not Dr. James, praised 
the loyalty of the staff wno tra- 
velled great distances and over* 
camo many inconveniences to bt 
present at the reunion. 

He spoke of the physical chan- 
ges that the University had un- 
dergone in 50 years: Redpath 
Hall itself used to be the under- 
graduate reading room of the li- 
brary. He also cited the pre- 
sent campus with its "bewildering 
variety of architectural styles."

' Hodgkin enumerated some of 
the. reason's for the trouble. The 
lack of preparatioti Involved 
meant the Congolese were not 
ready to enjoy the liberties of 
freedom ; they had no opportuni- 
ties to have responsibilities. 

Another cause was they way 



in which Belgium gave immedia- 
te total transfer of ' power, and 
not over à period of years. He 
suggested reasons for this : the 
Belgians lost their nerve, ' they 
wanted chaos so that they could 
return,) and the great companies 
in the Congo were unwilling to 
face a transfer phase. 

The interference of major pow- 
ers was also brought out.

American Missiles To Annihilate 
Canada, Communist Buck Claims

In the event of Russian missile 
attack on' the United States, Ame- 
rican rockets' are' so placed that 
they will anihilate the Canadian 
cities of Montreal Kingston, To- 
ronto, London, Winnipeg, Wind- 
sor, licgina, Calgat-y, Lethbridgo, 
Katnpioops, Vancouver and Victo- 
ria. 

Tim Buck, leader of the Cana- 
dian Communist I'arty, in addres- 
sing a SIIO crowd of 250 in the 
Union Ballroom on Friday, said 
that all these cities would suffer 
from nuclear- blasts and fallout, 
whether or not the United Sta- 
tes was the aggressor. 
• Even the American • Secretary 
of State has admitted,' says 
Buck, that "whether or not we 
succeed, we will destroy an ally 
and a neighbour. But we have 
two choices : an un]>leasant pros- 
pect for the people of Canada, or 
.4 we become sitting duclcs for the 
RussiaOa when tltcy come". 



Claims Buck, "this is what is 
bein^ offered us in our present 
relationship witli' the United Sta- 
tes: integration which is in fact 
self-extermination". 

NEUTRALITY 

Speaking under the general 
topic of "Neutrality : Canada's 
Road To I'cace and Progress", 
Buck tried to prove that Neutra- 
lity was the solution of «II of 
Canada's problems. 

He said that neutrality is the 
only means .by which we can 
maintain and strengthen our 
identity as a state and nationality 
in North America. 

Since 194a, he said, Canada 
has been pursuing a policy with 
the United States leading to gra- 
dual absorption by that country. 
Canada will havo to subordinate 
her national instincts to the US, 
for she cannot maintain then if 
she is integrated' in American 
economy. • 

Canadiiin manufacturing has 
been forced to decrease as Cana- 
da becomes a stockpile of indus- 



trial raw materials for the United 
States. Canadians arc condemn- 
ed tu a lower technical level and 
a lower standard of living. 
WAR 

He questioned the advisability 
of committing ourselves to' the 
idea that eventual war in inevita- 
ble. '.'We should help to make 
sure that there will bc.no third 
world v/ar". 

He called for Canada to save 
itself and help iircvent war by 
declaring neutrality and reques- 
ting the United Nations to honour 
this neutrality , (similar -to that 
wlilch-cxists.in Sweden and Swit- 
zerland). 

"Any future war will be' acros.s 
the Arctic Ocean", he said "We 
must tell the United States to get 
their armed. forces out, and tell 
them that we will -not store. nu> 
clear weapons^ ; irtirlhermore ' wé 
must withdraw I fôni NATO and 
NORAD". V'. 

"In tlie process we will make 
it impossible to wage war over 
Canadlaa territory except at the 



risk of defying world opinion and 
tlic United Nations". 

UNEMPLOYMENT 

He cited unemployment as a 
periodic and unavoidable crisis 
in capitalistic economy. He said 
American pressure-forces Canada 
In refuse trade with certain coun- 
tries, thus iusfng worki^wliich 
would employ many Canadians. 

Red China wanted to buy trac- 
tors recently, and a ' Canadian 
company accepted the contract. 
Unfortunately they could not get 
any export permit, so they are 
building the vehicles in England, 
wliere many people will get jobs 
to Uie detronient of Canadians. 

"Is Canada goin.i; to subordina- 
te its national interests to prepare 
for war.'" he cried, "We must di- 
sengage -. ourselves- : and adopt a 
liew dealof trading with anyone". 

He deplored. -"tna Insane idea 
that problems can be solved^ by 
nuclear war. The one solution wit- 
hout war is neutrality. If Canada

total independence. Most of the 
breakaway states are artificial 
fronts to satisfy certain economic 
requirements. 

.,He said that the Congolese 
have full knowledge of what Bel- 
gium has done, which he termed 
"man's inhumanity to man." 
These things lie deep in their 
minds and make them full of 
hatred. 

He said that the main reason 
for the Belgiunus remaining in 
the Congo was the Congo. Katan- 
ga wanted to break away from 
Congo and. Belgium thought this 
was good for Katanga contains 
much mineral wealth, and would 
possibly join Belgium. 

There U little capital in the 
Congo, and what little there was 
was taken out because no ons 
wanted to risk their intercsLi un- 
der Lumumba's governm c n t, 
which they feared. 

HISTORY 

He talked of the history of the 
Congo. 11 passed into Belgian 
control in 18D3 when the King 
acquired it and used it as an ex- 
ploitation for his resources. 

'Eventually it passed into the 
hands of thé government and 
thus began an era of -'Imperialist 
Nationalism". ' Until the eve of 
independence, jio.- Communists 
v/cre allowed to enter the coun- 
try. 

Okorie named fioveral rca.sons, 
among which were the memory 
of Belgian atrocities; imperialist 
autonomy; the abuse of African 
customs; and the fact that soma 
people represent the Africans as 
Communists. 

He deplored (he nations of thf 
world who wait .to see which sid« 
a country, will go on,,«nil wl|at 
it will do.

Reply To Agama 
Claims Belgians 
Slandered 

Sir. 

In reply to G.K. Agama's let- 
ter to tlic editor in your Feb. 23 
issue, I would like to begin by 
faying that 1 am even more 
disturbed to see an African, 
who obviously has no ktiou;- 
ledge of Belgian or Congolese 
affairs, make untrue statements 
without giving a single refer- 
ence! 1 hope that his letter does 
not represent the rest of McGill 
African students. 

Let us look at historical 
facts lirst. The Berlin Inter- 
national Conference, 1885, re- 
cognised the establi.shment of 
an Indépendant Congo under 
the personal sovereignty of Leo- 
pold II (the great uncle, not 
grandfather of Bauc^oin as sta- 
ted by Agama). By lOOB il be- 
came evident that he couldrilt 
singly develop the most primi' 
title country ot Africa when the 
only persons available to work 
there were adventurers (of all 
'nationalities). This made bim 
hand over its administration to 
the Belgian government, ii^ho 
accepted it reiucfoiitly. The 
Belgian government passed (he 
Law called "ChartO Colonial'' in 
1008 (see "Le Moniteur Belge". 
Bruxelles, 1(108. the equivalent 
of Hansard), stating,;, that the 
Belgian U Congtilese budgets 
would be two separate entities, 
with no transfer of 'funds pos- 
sible. All Congolese revenues 
would be used to pay the Colo- 
nial Administration (solely in 
the Congo), and ploughed back' 
into the Congo which built hos- 
pitals (50<)), dispensaries 
(2,000). sanitoriumk' (00), (with 
toUl^Ji million hospitalized 



Africans),' .schools (21,000), uni- 
versities (2); fought malariR, 
leprasy, sleeping sickness etc., 
dec. 

The Congolese Afiic.nns had 
(after 52 years of Belgian ad- 
ministration), one of the )iigh- 
est average standard of living 
of all Africans, & the Congo was 
■second only to South Africa in 
industilal development in all 
Africa! (see Report by-Interna- 
tional Labour Organization, 
Geneva, in(>0, & '.Moniteur Of- 
ficiel du Commerce et de l'In- 
dustrie', No. 2238, Paris. 19(50). 
So much for 'milking' the Con- 
go ti 'barbarism'. 

From the records of the 
Brussels lîoiind Table Confer- 
ence, (ended Feb. 1960), it can 
be seen that it was largely only 
Belgium which insisted on a 
unified Congo U a constitution 
of which would assure that The 
Congolese wanted tribal feder- 
ations etc. Belgium did not & 
does not recognise the secession 
of Katanga! So much for Bel- 
gian 'machinations'. 

For Agama to say that )ic 
knew what Lumumba stood for 
is • completely ludicrousi Lu- 
mumba was to erratic that he 
didn't' know himself what he 
wanted. .'. . besides notoriety. 

Concerning Agama's Implica- 
tioiu as .to the validity of the 
findings of the Belgian -Court 
of Inquiry, as expressed by Mer- 
chiers, Belgian Minister of Jus- 
tice, on July 28. 1060; I suggest 
that he read that sobering do- 
cument. The Commission of In- 
quiry was composed of the lead- 
ing magistrates in the land, 
presided over by a Councillor 
to the "Cour de Cassation". The 
'diabolacy', as evidenced by rap- 
ing girls of 7, speaks for itself! 
Belgium did leave the Congo 



ci:il irnmc-work composed of 
Belgian & Cogolese judges, & , 
provided for the gradual with- 
drawal (over 5 years), of Bel- 
gian juilges as more Congolese 
became qualified. This iact. is 
in the records of the Round Ta- 
ble Conference. So much for 
Agama's twisted statements! 

I have written these few fads, 
which are verifiable, by using 
the references given, by all men 
of goodwill, in order to expose 
eome of the slander which ha.s 
been thrown at the Belgians. I 
refuse to undertake any fur- 
ther correspondence as it is ob- 
vious from Agama's reply that 
some McGill Africans (if he re- 
presents them?) know fe\B (acts 
but excel in their distortion!
